of  the  Committee  for  the  Year  1944. 


The  Committee  beg  to  submit  the  55th  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944. 

Although  expenditure  again  shows  an  increase,  chiefly 
due  to  the  first  full  year  of  the  adoption  of  the  Rushcliffe 
Scale  of  Salaries  for  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff, 
income  has  been  more  than  maintained,  leaving  a  satisfactory 
balance  in  hand  at  the  close  of  1944. 

A  number  of  Subscribers  have  entered  into  Seven 
Year  Covenants  in  respect  of  their  annual  subscriptions. 
This  permits  the  Hospital  to  reclaim  the  Income  Tax  already 
paid  on  these  amounts  by  the  Donors,  and,  at  the  present 
rate  of  taxation,  has  the  effect  of  doubling  their  contributions. 

Particular  thanks  are  due  to  the  Cheshunt  Press,  Ltd., 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Boothby,  and  the  Cheshunt  and  Waltham  Cross 
Ratepayers’  Association,  who  have  organised  Social  Func¬ 
tions  in  aid  of  the  General  Fund,  which  has  benefited  to  a 
considerable  extent  as  a  result  of  these  events.

During  the  year  the  Hospital  lost  the  help  of  Miss  E. 
Chapman,  who  has  assisted  with  the  Secretarial  work  for  so 
many  years  in  an  honorary  capacity,  and  who  now  finds  her¬ 
self  unable  to  continue  with  this  work.  In  view  of  this,  it 
was  decided  to  employ  a  salaried  Assistant  Secretary,  and, 
after  the  post  had  been  advertised,  the  Committee  were 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mrs.  W.  A.  Dudley. 

Grateful  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  Anonymous  Donor 
who  presented  the  Hospital  with  a  Gas  and  Oxygen 
Apparatus  of  the  most  up-to-date  kind,  a  much  needed  addi¬ 
tion  to  our  equipment.  This  machine  has  already  proved  a 
great  asset  at  operations. 

The  Hospital  is  also  indebted  to  the  Rotary  Club  of  Chesr- 
hunt  and  Waltham  Abbey,  who  are  giving  a  number  of  books 
to  start  a  Library  for  the  use  of  patients,  a  quantity  of  which 
has  already  been  received.  This  generous  action  is,  and  will 
be,  much  appreciated  by  all  who  are  resident  in  the  wards. 

A  considerable  number  of  X-ray  plates  have  been  taken 
for  the  Hertfordshire  County  Council  of  suspected  Tuber¬ 
cular  cases,  and  the  machine  is  proving  very  satisfactory  for 
this  and  other  purposes. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  gifts  in  kind  have  been  acknow¬ 
ledged  in  the  local  Press  from  time  to  time. 

Messrs.  Bernard  Detmar  and  Frederick  Anstee  have  been 
appointed  Life  Governors  under  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital 
as  a  result  of  their  generous  gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Finally,  the  Committee  record  their  gratitude  to 
Almighty  God  for  His  Blessing  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital.
